HOPE IN WHOOPING COUGH 


Why do doctors not discover some- 
thing to stop whooping cough? f 

This frequently asked question is 
answered by Dr. H. B. Cushing in the 
current issue of “H ", by the 
statement, “Hasier said than done.” 

Last year, according to Dr. Cush- 
ing, over 15,000 children died of the 
whooping cough in North America 
and more children died of this disease 
in Canada than of any other acute in- 
fectious disease. 


The writer, who is Physiciari to the 
Children’s Memorial Hospital and to 
the Alexandra Hospital for Contag- 
ious Diseases, Montreal, says in part, 


“Whooping cough, or pertussjs as 
the doctors like to-call it, is one of 
the most curious of the contagious 
diseases. It starts like a common cold 
or cough. but gradually in the course 
of a week the cough becomes spas- 
modic and the typical paroxysms and 
‘whooping’ develop. Unlike most epi- 
demic diseases there is no fever, and 
no prostration. Between the attacks 
of coughing the child appears quite 
normal and wants to play and eat as 
usual. Unless worn out by loss of 
sleep, vomiting, etc., the patients are 
hard to control, or keep in quaran- 
tine. Doctors find it difficult to make 
a diagnosis, unless they witness an 
unmistakable paroxysm. The infec- 
tion seems to-spread by direct con- 
tact. The disease usually takes ten 
days to develop, and is most con-
